He is nearly threec- 
score years old, rather short of stature, 
compactly built, with square jaws and 
gray eyes.

He said he owned much property tn South 
St. uis, He also held’ a considerable 
sum of money in trust for other people. 

Schroeder was a widower when he mar- 
ried Miss Mattie Kiehl eighteen months 
ago. She was a handsome and stylish 
woman, approaching 30 years of age, and 
was from one of the best families ina 
Franklin County, Mo. When they were 
married they came to St. Louis and oc- 
cupled comfortable quarters upstairs in 
one of Schroeder’s houses, 1755 South 
Righteenth street. A little more than six 
months ago a baby boy was born to Mr. 
and Mrs. Schroeder. It lived but a short 
time, Since then, the deserted husband 
says, Mrs. Schroeder has been fretful and 
peevish. He thinks her mind is affected 
as the result of ill-health. He knew noth- 
ing, he claims, of her contemplating leav- 
ing him, and never suspected anything un- 
til Monday night, when he went heme and 
found his wife and the $27,000 gone. . 

The neighbors living near the Schroeders 
know more than Mr. Schroeder reported at 
the Four Courts. 

Mrs. Von Runnen lives downstairs fn the 
Schroeder house. 

“Yes. ‘Mire. Schroeder left home vester- 
day,”’ she said. “It was about 10 o'clock 
when she came to our door and knocked. 
l answered and she said she had come to 
say good-by. She. said that she was going 
to leave St. Louis for good. But she had 
said this several times before and I did not 
have any idea she would make her words 
good. 

“I did not encourage her to talk and in 
a few minutes she walked to the front 
door where her valise was sitting. I no- 
tieed that there was an air of determina- 
tlon about her that I had not observed 
before, but still I could not believe that 
she was really going away. 

“Mr, and Mrs. Schroeder have had do- 
mestic troubles. They quarreled very of- 
ten, and after every quarrel Mrs, Schroed- 
er would come to me and tell me about 
her troubles. [I would tell my husband 
and he told me I had best not mix up 
in our neighbor's affairs. When Mrs. 
Schroeder came to me a day or two ago 
and wanted to talk wbhout her troubles I 
told her I would rather not hear about {t. 

“We really did not know that she was 
gone tor good until Mr, Schroeder came 
home last night. Then he found a note 
upstairs from his wife. This note said {n 
substance that she was gone and there 
was no use of his trying to locate her. 
When she Rot ready, and that would. per- 
haps, be soon, she would write to him and 
let him know where she was. I da not 
know anything about the amount of money 

‘Mr. Schroeder stayed at home most of 
the time, and if he had any office any place 
I don’t know where 't is locuted.”’ 

Schroeder was a juryman in Judge Tal- 
ty s court Tuesday morning. When court 
convened he approached the bar and told 
Judge Talty that a great calamity had be- 
fallen him and he asked to be excused, The 
court Was already apprised of the circum- 
Stance and excused Schroeder at once. 

“The money and papers, mostly notes, 
taken by my _ wife.” said Schroeder. 
“amount to $27.00. of this amount $1000 
was In cash. There was $8000 in negotiable 
notes and the remainder could not be ne- 
gotiated. JT had notes for $18,000 held in 
trust for various persons whom I was 
trustee for. All these are gone. 

1 am confident that my wife has not 
eloped with aman. 8o far as I know she 
knew no man TI could suspect of such a 
thing. I would not suspect her. I think 
her mind ts temporarily unbalanced be- 
cause of sickness, and I have hope that 
she will be restored to me.”’

Dr. R. J. Hyatt, the man of pleasant 
manners and meteorolog'cal wisdom at the 
St. Louls Weather Station, was joly as 
the storied King Cole when a reporter 
called Tueeday morning. 

Twenty-four hours before, when the tem- 
perature was at 60 degrees above zero 
und a Warm wind was blowing from the 
south, the doctor had predicted a cold 
wave and now prompt adhesion to the 
chronology of his schedule, the cold winds 
were howling at the eaves of h's eyrie and 
the snow driving in flurries by the win- 
dows. Naturally as a prophet with a 
prophecy fulfilled, the doctor felt good. 

“Great weather doings these,’’ said the 
doctor. “A drop of 46 degrees in 4 hours, 
a record temperature for St. Louis 80 
ear.y ‘in the season, and more of it coming. 
Great guns for a single night, isn’t it? 
The poome of St. Louts wiil admit readily 
enough that it is. When they went home 
Monday night it was warm and wet, and 
when the city awoke, 12 hours later, a 
44-mile-an-hour wind ‘was flurrying snow 
| from the West, the temperature was down 
to 13 degrees above-zero and theie @vas 
ice on the puddles and: ponds. 

With no warning vther than the Weather 
Bureau. had given, the winter had come 
with a shriek and a swoop and chited 
the city with its boreal blasts. The sna» 
came with a rapidity unprecedented, ai @ 
tts severity has never been. equaled in St.

‘To-morrow morning,’’ Dr. Hyatt pre- 
dicts, ‘‘we should have as cold weather as 
that of 1872. aaron F you know, I 
said it would be as cold as 20 dégrees, 
at least, this «morning. .It went to 13. 
To-day I will make another conservative 
prediction that ftswill be as cold as 
to-morrow morning, and if the weather ts 
again kind with my .conservatism it will 
not stop short of 5 degrees above zero. 
I expect to see it go that low.” 

But the people of St. Low's musi not lav- 
ish their whole sympathy upon themselves, 
An Omaha man would suffer with the heat 
in St. Louis just now. It is a cold, even zero 
at Omaha, four degrees below at Sioux 
City and eight above at Kansas City. 
Further into the Northwestern States it is 
ten and twelve below zero, and up over the 
British Northwest boundary it ts from 20 to 
25 below and no good news. Even as far be- 
low St. Lou’s as Memphis, Tenn., it is as 
cold as 20 above zero. 

The cold wave is now advancing upon the 
East and Northeast, and by Wednesday 
morning it will have enveloped the entire 
country.

nos evidence of his presence around any of 
the farmhouses in the last week, had led 
the people to believe he had left the neigh- 
borhood, but he made an onsiaught some 
time during Sunday night on the barnyard 
of Jim Marshall and-killed and half de- 
voured a fine young Jersey calf.

RIVALS “EAST LYNNE.” 


CHICAGO, Nov. 22.—Since the death of 
Mrs. Mary Keasey, a brief account of 
which was wired the Post-Dispatch yester- 
day, the full story of the romantic and 
pathetic history of her life has been re- 
vealed. It is a close parallel of 
Lynne.”’ The doctors pronounced hysteria 
as the cause of the poor woman’s death, 
but the statements of friends and the cir- 
cumstances of Mrs. Keasey’s previous life 


resulted from a broken heart. 

Mrs. Keasey was married in 1880 and dil- 
vorced in 1890. Her husband married again 
the following year. For nearly eight years 
Mrs. Keasey worked as a domestic to sup- 
port herself, and finally iast August had to 
go back to her former husband, enter his 
household practically asa servant, live with 
his second wife and her own two children, 
see the affections that were formerly lav- 
ished on her given to another and bear her 


sorrow in silence. 

Mrs. Keasey was on her way Thureday 
evening from the home of her husband, 481 
Twenty-ninth place, to call on her physi- 
cian, Dr. Anthony, 465 Dearborn avenue, 
who had been treating her for nervous 
trouble for several months, when she fell 
at 6 o’clock at the corner of North Clark 
and Chestnut streets. She was removed to 
the.Polyciinic Hospital, at 174 Chicago ave- 
nue, and died an hour later without regain- 
ing consciousness. Her former husband 
was notified at once, but failed to call and 
identify the remains until last night. The 
body was then removed to the undertaking 
establishment of Gavin & Son. It will be 
taken to her old home, South Bend, Ind., 
this evening by her husband’'s:‘second wife 
and her own daughter. Burial will be 
from the residence of a-cousin, Mrs. Eliza 
Hammond, 317 Lafayette street. 

In 1880 Charles C. Keasey led his first 
wife, then 20 years old, to the altar. The 
ceremony was performed in the little chap- 
el of the First Episcopal Church of South 
Bend, Ind., and was witnessed by hun- 
dreds of friends and relatives. Two hap- 
pier people never lived than was this 
couple that bright day. One year later 
their happiness and home was further 
brightened by the arrival of a daughter. 
Five more years of wedded bliss and a 
son and heir was added to the family. 
The foliowing year the family moved to 
Chicago and went to housekeeping at 491 
Twenty-ninth place. 

Clouds began to appear on the horizon of 

their married life two years later and the 
couple parted, the husband retaining the 
children. In 1890 Mrs, Keasey made appli- 
cation for a divorce, charging her husband 
w.th failure to provide for her. The decree 
was granted and Mrs. Keasey jost both her 
husband and her children. She had no near 
relatives or friends to whom she could ap- 
peal-for assistance, and was finally forced 
to apply for a position as domestic. 
For years she had managed to eke out a 
precarious exi:tence at this menial service, 
her heart ach'ng all the time for her hus- 
band and children. Three months ago she 
lost her position, owing to her being sub- 
ject to attacks of nervous prostration. Day 
after day she tramped the city in quest of 
work. 

Finally after what little money she had 
laid away had been spent in prov ding lodg- 
ing and food for herself, she turned again 
to her former husband and went to his 
home. Keasey and his second wife took 
her in with her trunks and belongings and 
she helped in the work of the little house- 
hold to recompense the family for her 
board and keeping. 

Her nervousness increased rapidly after 
her resuming her home with her former 
husband, so her friends say. Here she was, 
in the same house with her own two chil- 
dren and husband, and another woman 
whom the husband called wife and the 
children addressed as mother. ‘‘No won- 
der her poor heart broke," said a neighbor 
in discussing the sad case last night. 

For nearly a year Mrs. Keasey the first 
had been under the medical care of Dr. 
Anthony. When she started to see him 
Thursday it was with much difficulty.

Wileox is about ® years old. The Gov- 
ernment officials say he is one of the clev- 
erest criminals they ever encountered. He 
was arrested by Policeman Glynn several 
months ago in a store at Fourteenth and 
O'Fallon streets, while in the act of pass- 
ing a bogus dollar on the proprietor. The 
coin was found to be several grains short 
in weight. : 

Further investigation by Marshal Bohle’s 
deputies disciosed the fact that Wiicox 
was operating extensively as a coin- 
sweater.” The details of his work were 
given in the Sunday Post-Dispatch of June 
26, 1K9R., 

W-leox inserted an advertisement in the 
newspapers of the city calling for a busi- 
ness partner to Invest in a money-making 
scheme. For $500 he guaranteed large and 
quick returns. 

He claimed that William Shaw was the 
agent for a gold mine at Cripple Creek, 
Col., which yielded many thousand dollars 
of gold to the ton almost w.thout expense 
by a device he had invented.

GEN, BUELL'S REMAINS 


BODY OF THE DEAD SOLDIER 
WILL LIE IN STATE AT ST. 
XAVIER’S CHURCH. 


SOLDIERS TO BE PALL-BEARERS 


The General Was at One Time in Com- 
mand at Jefferson Barracks and 
Had Many Friends Here. 


The body of Gen. Don Carlos 
reached St. Louis Tuesday morning from 
Louisville, and is now at the undertaking 
establishment of George N. Lynch. 

The body will be removed to St. Francis 
Xavier's Church, Grand and Lindell ave- 
nues, at 4 o’clock Tuesday afternoon, there 
to lie in state unti] 9 o’clock Wednesday 
morning. 

Those wishing to view the remains may 
do so between 4 o'clock Tuesday and 9 
o’clock Wednesday. At the latter hour the 
funeral services will take place 

Six officers of the Twelfth Infantry will 
act as honorary pallbearers, and six Ser- 
geants from the same regiment will be the 
active pallbearers. 

After the services at the church, the 
body will be borne to Bellefontaine Ceme-

tery, where it will be laid beside that of 
his wife. 

The body was accompanied to St. Louis 
by the General's sister and by Father Mel- 
ody, the priest who received him into the 
Catholic Church. 

Gen. Buell at one time commanded Jef- 
ferson Barracks, and many persons in St. 
Louis were his friends. 

Don Carlos Buell was born near Lima, O., 
March 23, 1818, and entered West Point July 
1, 1887. His appointment stands in the army 


register credited to Indiana. On July 1, 
1841, he was graduated from the Military 
Academy No. 32 in his class, and became 
Brevet Second Lieutenant of the Third In- 
ln, Upon the opening of the Mexican 
War he was promoted to First Lieutenant 
June 18, 1846, winning the brevet of Captain 
at Monterey, and that of Major at Contre- 
rag and Cherubusco, where he was severe- 
ly wounded. After thé war closed he was 
transferred to the staff and served in Wash- 
ington in 1848-49, and as chief of various de- 
partments until 1861. 

In May, 1851, being then chief of staff in 
the Department of California, he was pro- 
moted to Lieutenant-Colonel, and on 
17th of the same month to Colonel. 

1861, he was made Brigadier-General 
Volunteers, and Major-General in March, 
1862; honorably mustered out of service May 
23, 1864, and resigned June 1, 1864. 

His service was chiefly in Kentucky, and 
when he laid aside his sword he jdentified 
himself with that State by becoming a 
permanent resident. 

In an early period of the war, when Ken- 
tucky was still distracted by the political 
throes which preceded its occupation by the 
Federal Army, Gen. Buell was made Com- 
mander of the Department of the Ohio, 
which included Kentucky, with his head- 
quarters at Louisville. Its first commander 
for a month had been Gen. Robert Ander- 
son, and its second, for the same time, 
Gen. W. T. Sherman. The latter, after a 
brief experience, was brought to a compre- 
hension of the magnitude of the under- 
taking before him, and gave it as his opin- 
ion that it would require 200,000 troops fo! 
the successful invasion of the South. He 
was superseded by Gen. Buell Nov. 15, 1861. 

General Buell conducted the Bowling 
Green campaign which opened the way for 
the Federal troops to Nashville. After he 
took Nashville his command came within 
the department of Gen. Halleck. He was 
ordered to form a junction with Grant at 
Pittsburg Landing, and did so just in time 
to save Grant's command from destruction 
by Gen. Johnston's army. After the bat- 
tle of Corinth Gen. Buell was returned to 
the district of Ohio, and fought Brage 
through Tennessee and Kentucky, finally 
dividing the enemy's forces and forcing the 
drawn battle of Perryville. His failure to 
capture Bragg’s army gave his enemies a 
chance they had long wanted, and he was 
relieved of his command by Gen. Rosecrans 
on Oct. 3), 1862. This ended his military 
career. Fie was under arrest for seven 
months. The charges against him of in- 
competency were dismissed, but the influ- 
ence against him was sufficient to keep 
him from getting another assignment, and 
in June, 1864, he resigned, and was hon- 
orably discharged. 

After the war he became president of the 
Green River Iron Company. In 1885 he 
was appointed Pension Agent for Kentucky 
by Grover Cleveland. He served four 
years, and after that lived in retirement 
at his home itn Muhlenberg County, Ky. 

He had been in feeble health for months. 
and his death last Saturday was expected.

Mr. Trendley, who is a road overseer, 
tells how he made converts to good roads: 

“T was given $60 to. use and I de.ermined 
to lay a strip of gravel street in St. Pe- 
ters as aneobject lesson. I had the stuff 
carted there and spread along the main 
street. For eome weeks we had no rain 
and I could have no rest owing to the 
complaints. But along came a heavy 
rain one night. The gravel and sand 
yacked Hke cement. The road became 

ard and the farmers were charmed. 
few days ago the city voted me $325 for 
gravel streets and the county duplicated 
the amount.”’

Proclamation of the Executive De- 
clares That Neither Side in the 
Strike Controversy Shall 
Menace Peace of State. 


PANA, Ill... Nov. 22.—The first 
made under the proclamation of Goy. Tan- 
ner declaring mertial law in this county 
occurred last night. A heavy provost guard 
Was sent out in all parts of the mining dis- 
{rict.in the evening and Capt. E. C. Butler 
arrested LouisS Hooks, D. Moore and R. H. 
Prinkelton. Moore is a white man and is 
employed by the Iliinois Centra! Railway to 
watch the switch engine. He had a 5-foct 
Japanese saber Hooks and Prinkelton, 
beth colored miners, were céming from the 
mire With a Winchester and two revolvers. 
These men were released, but their arms 
were retained. 

The proclamation of the Governor posted 
here is as follows: 

“Whereas, By the sixth section of the 
fifth article of the constitution of the State 
of IHinois, it is provided that the supreme 
executive power shall be vested in the 
Governor, who shall take gare that tne 
laws shall be faithfully executed; ana 

‘Whereas, It is provided by the four- 
teenth section of the same article that ‘tre 
(overnor shall be commanhder-in-chief of 
the military and naval forces of the State 
(except when they shall be called into the 
service of the United States), and may call 
out the same to execute the laws, suppress 
insunrection and repel invasion;’ and ; 

Whereas, as the Governor of tne ‘State 
of IlJinois, in the execut.on of my duty to 
tuke care that the laws ara faithfuiiy exe- 
cuted, and in the exercise of my dulies as 
Commander-in-Chief of the military forces 
of the State, I have called on and desig - 
nated such part of the military forces of 
the State as are necessary, in my judg- 
ment, to enforce and execute the iaws of 
the State in the city of Pana and in its 
vicinity, and for the protection of the per- 
eons, property and peace of the city ot 

nha, and the lives and property of the 
inhabitants of said city and its vicinity, 
| and they are now under the protection 
of said military forces, so designated and 
called out by me as Governor and Com- 
mander-in-Chief, as aforesaid; and. 

Whereas, it has been represented to the 
, Governor and Commander-in-Chief of the 
military forces of the State, whose duty it 
ig to see that the laws are faithfully exe- 
euted and to call out the military forces of 
the State to execute the laws thereof. that 
certain persons, the employes of certain 
mining corporations, have been provided 

with arms and other military weapons by 
their employers, in contempt of the laws of 
the State of Illinois, and that certain other 
persons, in like contempt of the laws of tne 
_ State, have at their own expense procured 
arms and other military and destructive 
weapons, and have ,alike threatened tne 
— of the people and the destruction of 
ives and of the persons and property o: 
each other and of the peaceable citizens of 
the @aid city and its vicinity.

SHIP'S PET STAYS BY HER. 
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From Description of the Wreck’s Con- 
dition It Appears That Decision 
to Abandon It Was Wise. 


Correspondence of the Aseoclated Press 

NASSAU, N. P., Nov. 15.—The cablegrams 
sent up to date have given an outline of the 
condition of the Spanish cru‘ser Maria Ter- 
esa, whch went ashore in a heavy gale at 
Birdpoint, Cat Ieland, Nov. 3. By this first 
opportunity by meil details are forwarded. 

At last advices the cruiser was. still 
ashore, with little probability of being got- 
ten off. The gale that sent her ashore was 
so heavy that she was driven far up the 
reefs, and reets now as solid as a rock in 
12 feet of water. The water ineide of her 
rising and falling with the tide, she Is eup- 
posed to be bilged. A very heavy surf is 
pouring in on the reefs, rendering it diffi- 
cult to board her. 

The ship's pet. a large cat. remains on 
board, and nobody can catch him. The 
ship’se flag, which was fiying when ehe 
etranded, a well-worn American ensign, has 
been brought .to. Nassau, and Consul Mc- 
Lain insists on keeping ‘t at the consulate 
asa eouvenir of the Spanish warehip which 
so pathetically sought a final resting place 
on the very ehores where Columbus first 
landed. 

The British steamer Antilla returned 
from the wreck Sunday and reported that 
it was impossible for her to accomplish any- 
thing. The surf wae so heavy that she 
could not get within a quarter of a mile of 
the Terésa, though drawing but nine feet. 
Two men on board managed to reach the 
Teresa in a boat, but the surf wae so strong 
they could not return,’ and finally reached 
the shore, where they were left to return 
to Nassau by schooner. 

The ship has been badly looted by the ne- 
ero. natives.of-the vicinity, an ignorant 
community, who generally believe that all 
wrecks are a. present e@ent them by the 
Lord, and to be gratefully accepted and 
utilized accordingly. Everything movable 
has been taken away, and even the tempo- 
rary -pine deck,. put on at Guantanamo for 
the passage north, has been cut to pieces, 
broken up and curried off by inhabitants. 
Much of the brasswork and copper has 
been hacked off and secreted in the bush to 
be realized upon hereafter. The provisione 
were eugerly seized, the reckless natives, 
who are like ducks in swimming, taking al! 
sorts of risks in their quest for plunder. 

Certain portions of.the ship’s stores, suczn 
as heavy hawsers, ropes, tons of machin- 
ery, canned provisions, etc., were taken 
off by a local official and forwarded to 
Nassau by small schooners. This official, 
it is but fair to eay. did all he could to 
prevent the looting, but did not succeed 
tO any great extent. Immediately upon the 
arrival of these articles at Nassau they 
were taken possession of by the Marshal 
of the Vice-Admiralty, on the ground that 
the ship and contents were derelicts and 
#0 belonged to the colonial authorities, 

The American Consul, Mr. McLain, noti- 
fled the Marshal that he considered the 
articles saved to be the property of the 
United States Government, and that he 
should at the proper time request that 
they be released and handed over to him. 
The question of ownership, thus raised, is 
not likely to be settled at once, 


OHIO FEARS A PLAGUE. 


Four Hundred Cases of Smallpox Al- 


ready Reported in the State. 

SPRINGFIELD, 0O., Nov. 22.—Secretary 
Probst of the State Board of Health, 
who has ‘been here two days investigating 
the district about twelve miles west of 
here at New Carlisle, which has been in- 
fected with smallpox, says that there is 
imminent danger of an epidemic of small- 
pox throughout the entire State. At 
Carlisle he thinks the disease has been 
in a mild form, without being 
suspected by the physicians, since jast 
March, and he fears the same condition of 
affairs has prevailed in various other por- 
tions of the State. There have already 
been 0 cases of the disease reported this 
fall in the State, from which there re- 
suited 17 deaths, 

While at New Carlisle this afternoon Sec- 
retary Probst received a report from Dr 
Deaton of Miami City that there are ® 
cases of smalipox at that place. After Dec. 
6 no children will be allowed to attend 
echoo!l unless they have heen vaccinated.

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MUCK WAS DEPOSED 


HIE IS NO LONGER PRESIDENT OF 
THE SPORTSMAN’S PARK 
AND CLUB. 


VONDY'S GOOD FRIENDS. 


They Rallied Around the Baseball Boss 
Last Night and Helped Him 
Slay the Enemy. 


It appears that the e6tatement published 


in the Post-Dispatch several days ago to 
the effect that there was a war on be- 
tween B. Stewart Muckenfuss and Chris 
Von der Ahe was based wholly on fact, 
although denied at the time by Mucken- 
fuss. 

The latter is the receiver of the Sports- 
man’s Park and Club, the corporation 
which controls the St. Louis Browns. 

Before his appointment as receiver Muck- 
enfuss was elected President of the cor- 
poration, his election having been brought 
about by the friends of Von der Ahe, who 
wanted the latter installed as trustee. 

As President of the ball club Muckenfuss 
Was allowed to run the machine as he 
pleased. 

As trustee Mr. Von der Ahe simply look- 
ed after the concern as a whole while 
Muckenfuss took charge of the ball club 
and the details of the business. 


ast fall, according to Von der Ahe, 
Muckenfuss had himself appointed receiver 
of the Sportsman's Park and Club, and 
Since that day, too, he has been running 
the business according to his own sweet 
pleasure. 

There have been frequent clashes between 
Muckenfuss and Von der Ahe since the for- 
mer was appointed. receiver, and these 
clashes reached a climax last night, when 
the first step towards relieving Myckenfuss 
of the receivership was taken. 

There gathered at Chris Von der Ahe’s 
residence on Grand avenue, then, John W. 
Peckington, Charles P. Higgins Edward 
Joy, Chris Von der Ahe and William Kin- 
nerk. Muckenfuss had been invited, but re- 
fused to attend. 

The above gentlemen represented a ma- 
jority of the board of directors of the 
Sportsman’s Park and Club, Mr. Pecking- 
ton being its vice-president, and Mr. Hig- 
gins and Mr. Joy members of its directory. 
Mr. Kinnerk appeared as the attorney of 
the corporation, and also as the attorney 
gor Mr. Von der Ahe. 


Mr. Von der Ahe, in explaining the ac- 
tion of the board, said: “T called on 
Muckenfuss to resign from the presidency 
of the Sportsman’s Park and Club. He 
refused to avail himself of the opportunity 
offered him, and then my friends threw 
him out. 

“Yes, it is true that Muckenfuss and I 
are at outs. The moment he was appoint- 
ed receiver he showed his true colors. The 
day he was elected to the office his head 
commenced to swell, and he began running 
the business to suit himself. 

‘Although before he was only my book- 
keeper, and although the position he had 
was obtained wholly through my influence 
und friendship, from the day he was elect- 
ed receiver he ignored me, atid ran the 
business wholly in his own interest. He 
ran the ball club without any assistance 
whatever on my part. He and Hurst had 
full and complete control of it, and yet 
all the sins of that rotten aggregation were 
heaped on my head. 

“When 1 saw the way things were going 
[I called .on our board of directors and 
found they were as disgusted as 1 was, at 
the way things were going. 

“I consulted my attorneys and they ad- 
vised me to call a meeting of the old board, 
to @ust Muckenfuse, that being the first 
step towards removing him from the re- 
ceivership. 

. Last night's meeting was the first gun 
fired in the war I propose making on Muck- 
enfuss. He has been circulating a rumor, 
not only in St. Louis, but throughout the 
country, that I was a bankrupt. But I 
think I have a few cards up my sleeve and 
that Muckenfuss will see them before many 
days.”’ 

‘Mr. Kinnerk, Mr. Von 
torney, said this morning: 

“Muckenfuss was asked to resign the 
Presidency of the Sportsman’s Park and 
club yesterday. He refused and then the 
Board of Directors took the matter in 
their own hands, and by a unanimous vote 
saved him the trouble of resigning. The 
next step will be to oust him from the 
receivership. True, Judge Wood yesterday 
Overruled the motion asking for his re- 
moval, but this was done without giving 
our side a hearing. When the matter is 
brought before Judge Wood properly he 
will undoubtedly reopen the case and as 
we have good grounds on which to base 
our action Muckenfuss will undoubtedly 
be removed.”

Attorney L. D. Turner, for the Railway 
Company, coitended that the Council had 
granted the company the right to lay the 
tracks May 17, 1897. He said the company 
wanted to build to Swansea, would pave 
between the tracks and put in a turnout 
at C street for the Suburban. 

Mr. Forman éaid the sole object of the 
Belleville Company in seeking to occupy 
North lllinois street was to shut out the 
Suburban. He made the statement that the 
Suburban was now carrying 4,000 passen- 
gers a month. 

Klein wanted to know why the Suburban 
cars did not run to the Eads’ bridge. 

Mr. Forman said new rails would have 
to be laid on the viaduct. 

Julius Bischof spoke for 
owners of North Illinois street.

ELECTRIC COMPANY WILLING. 


An Ordinance Proposed Substantially 
Reducing the Price ands Ex- 
tending the Contract. 


The East St. Louis City Council, through 
Mayor Stephens, has demanded a reduc- 
tion of the cost of lighting the city. 

The East St. Louis Electric Light and 
Power Co., of which Henry D. Sexton is 
secretary, has a ten-year contract with the 
city to furnish electric are lights at an an- 
nual cost to the municipality of about $17,- 
_ 000. This embraces eighty lights at $125 

each a year, and about sixty others at 
‘$110. The contract runs until March, 1900, 
_ according to the original ordinance, 

Under the necessity for additional lights 
in the city and the heavy expense already 
incurred in the old contract, the City 
Council was induced to renew the fight be- 
gun two years ago, during the Badér ad- 
ministration, for cheaper lights. 

Mayor Stephens has communicated the 
desire of the Counc.] to Secretary Sexton 
of the Electric Light Co., resulting in a 
concession in favor of the city ef about 
$2600 a year. The IUght company has sub- 
mitted an ordinance to the Council which 
' proposes to furnish arc lights at a uniform 
'cost of $100 each a year. This would allow 
about 26 new lights under the present ex- 
penditure. 

The new ordinance is in the hands of the 
Committee on Electric Lights, of which Al- 
derman Derlith is chairman. At yester- 
'day’s Council meeting the Committee was 
| granted an extension of time to consider the 
measure. 

It is understood the delay 
the comimttee’s desire to Investigate the 
present cost of electric lights in other 
cities, and for the cropping out of objec- 
tions to a provision in the new ordinance 
which extends the contract with Mr. Sex. 
ton’s company until March, 1910. 

Definite action in the premises wil] proub- 
ably be taken when the Council meets 
again next Monday.
